Kiik 'Vi-Ovh  The  weather  of  1944  was  cold  in  the  first  half  of  the 
year  and  with  continuous  rain  tnroughout  the  %utumn. 

Despite  the  absence  of  sunshin,  the  rationing  oi  essential 
foods  and  the  difficulty  of  keeping  the  home  fires  burning  la^gel; 
with  logs  of  wood,  the  health  of  the  people  was  remar^abl^  good. 

fhe  increase  consumption  of  milk  and  the  provision  ox  xiuiii 
iuice  for  children  and  nursing  mothers  must  have  had  a  very 
beneficial  effect,  but  we  in  the  North  would  be  all  the  better  fo. 
a  more  generous  supply  of  fats  in  tne  winter,  and  fresh  iruits 

in  the  summer  and  %utumn.
